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TO CHECK HIGHWAY GRAFT 

Frankfort, K>\, Feb. 10.—I>r. It. 
Dougins Ibirton, of Isoulsville and 
Lexington, 1ms been employed by tlie 
State Highway Commfslon ns Super¬ 
visor of Compensation claims, at a 
salary of .52011,00 a month and expens¬ 
es. 

Dr. Ihirtnn was presented to the 
Commission by Chairman Men John¬ 
son, who bad been authorized at a 
previous meeting to employ a man to 
check claims of highway employees 
for compensation based on injury 
sustained while at work. 

Mr. Johnson said he believed a 
knowledge of medicine and surgery 
to bo essential qualifications of the 
man who is to represent the Highway 
Commission in an effort to prevent li 
being Imposed upon by unscrupulous 
persons. In trying to find a properly 
qualified person Mr. Johnson said In* 
asked Dr. Irvine Abell, Louisville 
surgeon, to recommend the best avail¬ 
able mnn of his acquaintance. Cpon 
his suggestion Dr. Mnrron came for 
an interview with Mr. Johnson and 
his employment resulted. 

Dr. Mnrton is a native of Lexing¬ 
ton but has been recently associated 
with Dr. Abell as surgical assistant. 

The Highway Commission has re¬ 
alized for some time that it is being 
imposed upon by laborers who file 
Halms for compensation alleging In¬ 
jury while at work. The practice has 
been increasing and led Chairman 
Johnson in a recent communication to 
members of the Commission to assert 
that “the fact is certainly established 
Hint there are doctors scattered here 
ami there over Kentucky who are 
* "ambulance chasers” '; who seeming¬ 
ly have an understanding with some 
road employee to have the injured 
or those allegedly injured, sent to 
them; and they, in turn usually send 
them on to a surgeon who charges a 
1 ig fee because the state lias to pay 
it; and, perhaps with an understand¬ 
ing that the fee is to he split.” 

The Compensation Act, as it is be¬ 
ing exploited upon the Highway Com¬ 
mission. is making as many cripples, 
according to the number of men in¬ 
volved, as resulted from the World 
War, Chairman of the Commission 
continued. 

4 Employees are putting in claims 
for injuries done without having lost, 
a day or an hour from the payroll.” 

Mr. Johnson suggested that a phy¬ 
sician be selected to represent the 
Highway Commission In each county, 
or in each town of size, If there be 
more than one in the county, to whom 
all who sustain Injury while on the 
Highway payroll would be directed to 
report for examination and treatment. 

Instance's have been found In which 
men who have long been ruptured 
have gone to work for tin* Highway 
Department, have later gone to cer¬ 
tain physicians and been sent, usually 
to Louisville for a major operation, 
expense of which is charged to the 
Highway Department. 

It is in un effort to cheek the in¬ 
crease of claims of compensation for 
Injury that Dr. Marton has been em¬ 
ployed. who will give his entire time 
to this phase of tin* labor problem, it 
was explained.

Early In 1032 a group of public- 
spirited citizens, who had assembled 
in Frankfort, were discussing tlie bur¬ 
densome lux situation. The General 
Assemble of Kentucky was then In 
session and It occurred to tlieso gon- 
tlemeu that some pressure might lc 
brought to hear upon Glut body to re¬ 
duce tuxes If the taxpayers were call¬ 
'd together and given an opportunity 
to express, publicly and collectively, 
their sentiments. 

According, word went out that there 
would he a meeting of taxpayers on a 
certain Tuesday in tlie Franklin Coun¬ 
ty Courthouse. When Tuesday came, 
a large group of people hud assembled. 
They exchanged experiences and ex¬ 
pressed their views. They returned 
the following week for further delib¬ 
eration, and the: cnine again flu* 
next week, and tlie next—four weeks 
iu all. They appointed committees, 
adopted resolutions, mid waited upon 
tlie legislature to plead for economy 
in government mid reduction of ex¬ 
penses. 

Before the close of the legislative 
session, however, it became apparent 
to these gentlemen that the effecting 
of economies iu government was the 
business, not of a day or n season, but 
that it was a task requiring contin¬ 
uous application throughout the year 
and from year to year, and that some 
form of permanent organization ought 
to tie set up to carry on the work. 
Consequently, on March t, 1032, 
articles of association were adopted 
giving forum I shills* to tlie Kentucky 
Taxpayers League. This, in brief, was 
the origin of the organization. 

The articles of association provided 
that tlie affairs of the league should 
he managed by a hoard of governors, 
consisting of nine members selected 
from the stnte-iit-lnrge. The purpose 
was to have one member from each 
congressional district. From their 
number the hoard selected n president 
and a vice-president. Provision was 
made, also, for a secretary and treas¬ 
urer who, presumably, would be u 
member of the Iengue. though not 
necessarily a mendier of tlie hoard of 
governors. 

It was apparent to the framers of 
tlie articles that board members, liv¬ 
ing far apart and giving their time 
ntnl services free, could not assemble 
for action as quickly and ns often as 
the effective prosecution of tho work 
of the league might require. Conse¬ 
quently, provision was made for the 
appointment by the president, with 
tin* advice and consent of the board, 
of an executive committee, consisting 
of three members and the president 
and secretary us ex-officio members. 
This committee was vested with full 
I mvi'i- to carry on tin* work of the 
league In the interim between meet¬ 
ings of tlie governors, tint it was re¬ 
quired to report its acts from time to 
time to tlie full board. 

The wisdom of providing for n cen¬ 
trally located executive committee 
was demonstrated in connection witli 
tin* recent bond hill litigation. The 
General Assembly had passed a bill— 
Senate Bill 434—providing for the 
funding of the outstanding warrant 
indehtness, approximating $14,000,000 
by the issuance of long-term bonds 
without a vote of tin* people. There 
were many legislators who, at the 
time of the passage of tin* hill, doubt¬ 
ed Us constitutionality, so the admin¬ 
istration, which approved tin* act, pro¬ 
posed to test the question in a "friend¬ 
ly suit.’’ This suit was almost in tlie 


net of being filed when the executive 
committee, sensing the situation and 
feeling that friendly litigation would 
ed, forestalled amicalde action by 
not adequately lest tin* Issues liivolv- 
ineeilng one day and filing suit Itself 
the very next morning. Important iis 
the case was, the lionrd of governors 
was not consulted for tlie simple 
reason that time did not permit, and 
time was the very essence of tin* sit 
nation. 

The bond bill ease was an Instance 
of ii piece of work which could be 
successfully completed without the 
old of supporting organizations in the 
various political subdivisions of the 
state. Not all work, though. cimh| lie 
so easily accomplished. In tin* opinion 
of the organizers, It was essential 
that a chapter of the parent organ)- 
zntlen be established In each of the 
120 counties of the state. To insure 
tlie doing of this, provision was made 
for the appointment by the president 
of county taxpayers' committees. Each 
committee was to form the nucleus 
of a county chapter and the chairman 
of the several committees were to 
constitute an advisory council to the 
hoard of governors. 

The advisory council is the point 
of contact between tlie local unit and 
the state organization. Through it the 
county chapter may have ii voice In 
the formulation of the policies of the 1 
league, and through it. in turn, the 
parent organization may carry Its I 
program to the people, in whom rests, 
ultimately, the piower to make that 
progfnm effective. 

The county chapter organization Is 
quitt simple. There are articles of 
association. These articles provide for 
a president, vice-president, secretary- 
treasurer and advisory council, ordi¬ 
narily, the council consists of one 
>cr from each magisterial dis 
As its title suggests. It nets in 
Jvlsory capacity to tin* local of- 
iniul by and with its consent the 
pit may create such offices anil 
as local conditions may 
reqi«7- in order to accomplish tin* 
aims!of the association. 

Thli underlying purpose of the Ken- j 
tuck;] Taxpayers League is to effect 
economy in government, without Im¬ 
pairing the efficiency thereof, to the 
end that the tax burden may he madi¬ 
as light as possible. Tlie organization 
is impiersotml and non-pollticni. Du j 
its executive committee arc two Demo¬ 
crats, two Republicans, and one In 
dependent. It is, In addition, scienti¬ 
fic and educational. It proposes to 
gather, study, analyze and dissemin¬ 
ate among its members information 
which is in the interest of the tax 
payer; to sponsor and support legis¬ 
lation which is beneficial and to op 
pose that which is detrimental to lii- 
wclfare; and to inculatc among Its 
members and the officials servants if 
state, county and municipality a de 
sire for wholesome economy iu gov 
eminent in order that waste may to 
supplanted by efflctenev In tin- ad 
ministration of public affairs. 

For tin* accomplishment of tlies< 
aims it stands ready to assist and 
cooperate with chambers of commerce, j 
civic clubs, trade groups, professional i 
bodies and the elected officials of the 
ia*ople. It lias no desire to annoy or 
embarrass men in office, or to impair 
the operation of essential government¬ 
al functions. What the league wants 
is a wise and economical expenditure 
of the tax dollar, and, through this, 
relief for tho overburdened taxpayer.
